Town echoes state 
backing Baker, Diehl, 
Gonzalez, Galvin

Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans in Agawam voted much 
like the rest of the state in this 
week’s primary election. 

Like Massachusetts as a 
whole, Agawam backed in- 
c u m b e n t 
Gov. Charlie 
Baker for the 
Republican 
nomination 
and Jay Gon¬ 
zalez as his 
Democratic 
challenger. 

Agawam also 
supp o rt e d 
U.S. Senate 
candidate Geoff Diehl, R-Whit- 
man, and incumbent U.S. Rep. 
Richard Neal, D-Springfield, in 
contested primaries. 

Republicans in Agawam 
gave Diehl a majority of their 
votes, but a slimmer margin 
than the rest of the state. Die¬ 
hl polled 724 votes locally, for 
50.4 percent. His statewide 
support stood at 54.8 percent 
on Wednesday morning with 
91 percent of precincts report¬ 
ing, according to the Associ¬ 
ated Press.

STORMWATER 

Doering 
drain fix 
to carry 
$1M tag

Fixing the storm drains at 
Roberta Doering School will 
cost $1 million, Mayor William 
Sapelli says. 

Instead of flooding the sew¬ 
er system, the mayor is pro¬ 
posing that Doering’s storm 
drains be attached to the 
stormwater pipes in the neigh¬ 
borhood. At the same time, 
however, the town needs to re¬ 
build the outfall where storm¬ 
water joins the Westfield River. 

If the council approves the 
project, work can be complet¬ 
ed this fall, “before the snow 
flies,” Sapelli said. 

The low bidder was Geele- 
her Enterprises Inc. of South¬ 
ampton, with a construction 
cost of $825,501. Together with 
a 15 percent contingency bud¬ 
get and $49,950 in additional 
engineering, the total proj¬ 
ect cost that the City Council 
is being asked to approve is 
$1,030,326.15. 

Town officials have identi¬ 
fied Doering storm drains as 
a problem for at least a cou¬ 
ple of years, with pooling and 
leaking on the roof leading to 
flooding problems in the base¬ 
ment. They have cleared the 
drainpipes themselves, but are 
worried that sewer connection 
could back up in a heavy rain.

The memorial fundrais¬ 
ing efforts were organized 
by Clark’s friends Nick Bru¬ 
no and Mike Pioggia. In 
March 2017, the two friends 
met with then-Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Cohen to get the ball 
rolling on a memorial and 
started a youcaring.com 
page for fundraising. 

Theory Skate Shop, a pop¬ 
ular hangout of Jake’s, also 
pitched in with fundraisers, 
contests, prizes and a special 
“Jake Clark forever” T-shirt. 
Co-owner Dan Dziuban said 
he knew Jake for many years 
until his passing. 

“He was a great kid. 
That’s the reason there’s so 
much support, obviously 


— great personality, great 
skateboarder. He was super 
good,” Dziuban said. “Jake 
grew up coming to all our 
skate events at Junction 
[Skate Park in Springfield]. 
We knew Jake, his mom, his 
sister [Sarah], his dad as cus¬ 
tomers coming in the store 
over the years. Jake ended up 
being a fixture at the store. 
If we didn’t see him at the 
Agawam Skate Park, we’d see 
him at the store.” 

In addition to Cohen’s 
help, Parks and Recreation 
Director Chris Sparks was 
also instrumental on help¬ 
ing work out the logistics. 
Dziuban said that Sparks 
has been a huge advocate 
for the skate park and has 
been an amazing help. 

All told, the memorial 
cost more than $7,000, the 
majority of the funds com¬ 
ing through the friends’ 
fundraising efforts online. 
Lisa said that Richard 
Verock of Athol Granite 
Works gave a discounted 
price. Verock also makes 
trips to the memorial to 



clean the stone. 

“It was something he 
wanted to do and help us 
out,” she explained.

Rep. Neal handily defeats challenger

Longtime incumbent Richard 
Neal handily won the Democratic 
primary election on Tuesday with 
about 70 percent of the vote, beating 
political newcomer Tahirah Amat- 
ul-Wadud, a Springfield lawyer, who 
received about 30 percent. 

Amatul-Wadud had hoped to up¬ 
set the longtime congressman, but 
was not able to convince enough 
voters that she was the better choice. 

“We took this campaign serious¬ 
ly,” Neal said in his speech to support¬ 
ers after it was clear he had won. “I 
thank Ms. Wadud for her candidacy; 
it’s very difficult to put oneself for¬ 
ward in public life today.” 

He deemed his win “a very sub¬ 
stantial victory.” There are no Repub¬ 
lican or independent candidates for 
the seat. 

He credited the hard work of 
many supporters and a number of 
unions that supported him, as well 
as his support of Social Security, 
Medicare and the Affordable Care 
Act as reasons for his win. 

Both candidates grew up in 
Springfield, with Neal becoming a 
city councilor and mayor before be-

ing elected a congressman. Amat¬ 
ul-Wadud has been a lawyer in family 
court for the last 12 years. 

Election results across the sprawl¬ 
ing district ranged from Springfield, 
which saw the split in favor of Neal at 
almost 75 to 25 percent, to Agawam 
with a split of 82.7 to 17.1 percent, 
to Williamsburg in the Berkshires, 
which Amatul-Wadud won by a 61.7 
to 38.3 percent margin. 

“Heartfelt congratulations to Rep. 
Richard Neal on this victory,” she 
said. “What a wonderful district you 
serve.” She had hoped to be the first 
Muslim woman elected to Congress. 

During the campaign, she ques¬ 
tioned Neal’s effectiveness and his 
support for Medicare for all, and they 
debated issues twice on television. 

Neal also pointed out that the 


campaign was carried out in a posi¬ 
tive manner, with no negative televi¬ 
sion ads and “never once a disparag¬ 
ing word.” 

During the campaign, Neal point¬ 
ed to his long years of experience, 
and his efforts on behalf of the dis¬ 
trict, as reasons for his re-election, 
and it appears voters agreed. He 
also pointed to the dollars he had 
brought to the district for a variety of 
projects, such as rebuilding Spring¬ 
field’s Union Station. 

Amatul-Wadud said during the 
campaign that as a woman of col¬ 
or, a Muslim and an advocate, she 
could better represent the district. 
She also said the district needed 
new blood in office after Neal’s 30 
years in office. She said she became 
interested in politics through her 
advocacy as a lawyer. 

The district includes all of Berk¬ 
shire County, most of Hampden 
County, including Agawam, and 
portions of Franklin, Hampshire and 
Worcester counties. 

Neal also said he would contin¬ 
ue traveling around the country 
supporting Democratic candidates, 
and working to elect a Democratic 
majority to the House of Represen¬ 
tatives.

When Doering was built in the 
1920s, as Agawam’s first high school, 
all of its wastewater lines emptied 
into the Westfield River. Later, when 
sanitary sewers were installed, all of 
the flow was moved to the sewer sys¬ 
tem. 

“The connections from the roof 
drains still went into the sewers and 
went to the treatment plant, and you 
get charged for the gallons of water 
you’re using that for,” Sapelli said this 
week. 

By redirecting the rain and snow¬ 
melt into the river, the town will save 
on sewer fees, as well as reducing the 
strain on the sewer system during 
heavy rains. 

Public Works Director Christo¬ 
pher Golba emphasized that sewage 
— including drains from all bath¬ 
room fixtures in the school — will 
continue to flow into the sewers, not 
the river. 

Catchbasins on Main and Reed 
streets already drain into the West- 
field River. The town’s original plan 
was simply to hook Doering into the 
existing storm drains under Main 
Street. 

“We found out that outfall was 
compromised,” Sapelli said. “The 
concrete supporting it was com¬ 
promised and deteriorating, and we 
needed to have an alternative plan.” 

The pipe currently ends in a steep 
riverbank across from Reed Street. 
Because of the difficult terrain, said 
Sapelli, the town will abandon that 


outfall and build a new one about 
150 feet southeast along Main Street. 

The mayor’s proposal includes all 
the roadwork necessary to connect 
the current storm drain to the new 
outfall. Additional work to shore up 
Main Street is not necessary at this 
time, said Sapelli, but he has asked 
the state Department of Transporta¬ 
tion to monitor erosion along the riv¬ 
erbank. He said he hopes MassDOT 
will pay for work on Main Street — 
Route 159 — if it becomes necessary. 

Storm drain work at Doering is 
one of “several million dollars’ worth 
of projects” that the town’s stormwa¬ 
ter system needs to address in the 
coming years, Sapelli said. New regu¬ 
lations from the federal Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency will require 
the town to look at every storm drain 
and outfall, make repairs to elimi¬ 
nate pollution and erosion, and con¬ 
tinue to fund ongoing maintenance. 

“We’ve got piping that’s 50, 60, 
70 years old, or older,” Sapelli said. 
“We’ve got issues on Meadow Street, 
we’ve got issues with those brooks 
and streams in Feeding Hills, we’ve 
got issues in the deep gutter on 
North Street.” 

Many towns in Massachusetts 
are implementing new taxes or fees 
to pay for the EPA-mandated work. 
Over the past year, the DPW has 
met with consultants and a Citizens 
Stormwater Advisory Task Force to 
determine Agawam’s funding needs 
and potential sources. The task force 
is expected to discuss stormwater 
funding with the City Council on 
Sept. 17.

Watch out 
for kids on 
your street 

M assachusetts taxpayers are 
going to spend millions of dol¬ 
lars in Agawam over the next 
couple years in helping children get to 
school more safely. 

Safety for Granger School and Aga¬ 
wam Junior High School students was 
a big consideration in the larger project 
to rebuilt Feeding Hills Center. Help¬ 
ing young pedestrians make sense of 
O’Brien’s Corner is the main reason for 
intersection improvements there. 

The new sidewalks and signals will 
undoubtedly help, but the cheapest and 
most effective way to keep kids safe re¬ 
quires just one small adjustment and 
will work on every road. It’s time for 
some roadwork in your mind. 

More than any public works project, 
simple public awareness of children on 
the roads, and a commitment to safe 
driving, will keep our youngest citizens 
safe over the next ten months. As par¬ 
ents, teachers and students are already 
aware, but other drivers need to know, it 
all begins this week. 

Students in Agawam are now back in 
school. That means the buses are running, 
and anyone who’s ever tried to commute 
to work behind a school bus knows how 
maddening it can be. Leave home early. 
Turn on some calming music. Repeat the 
mantra: “The most important thing is the 
safety of these children.” 

Don’t tailgate the bus. Don’t speed 
through turns or pull out of your drive¬ 
way abruptly to cut off the bus. Don’t 
pass a bus with its red lights flashing. 
Driving unsafely around a school bus, no 
matter how slow it’s going or how many 
stops it’s making, is placing children’s 
lives at risk. 

The school year also means lower 
speed limits during morning and mid-af¬ 
ternoon hours near Agawam schools, 
some of which are on arterial routes like 
Main Street and Springfield Street. It 
means everywhere you look — including 
neighboring towns, most of which went 
back to school last week — kids who spent 
the whole summer sleeping in or playing 
in the back yard will instead be standing 
on street corners waiting for the bus. 

As they walk to and from their 
schools or bus stops, youngsters will be 
groggy or overexcited; daydreaming or 
focused on conversation; too hurried to 
watch for traffic or too slow to get out of 
the way. 

They won’t always, despite the best 
efforts of crossing guards, parents and 
teachers, be aware of the cars whizzing 
around them. They won’t always real¬ 
ize that the main road, where the bus 
stops, is faster and more dangerous 
than the quiet cul-de-sac outside their 
front door. 

As lifelong passengers who have nev¬ 
er sat behind the wheel of anything larg¬ 
er than an ATV or a lawn tractor, they 
may not be aware of how much stopping 
distance a car needs, or how hard it can 
be to see a fast-moving three-and-a- 
half-foot-tall child wearing a dark jacket 
while driving into solar glare. 

For kindergartners, or for students 
who have moved to a new house or are 
walking to a new school for the first time, 
the danger is even greater because they 
are new, and don’t know what to expect. 

They aren’t the ones with the driver’s 
license, though. It’s up to the adults of 
Agawam, who have been driving these 
roads for years, to adjust their behavior 
— most importantly, adjust their speed 
— to account for these young and inex¬ 
perienced pedestrians. 

And, yes, those buses.

Term limits would be the truest form of political reform 


There is an old Indian saying, 
“only the stones are forever.” It 
appears that the same could ap¬ 
ply to political officeholders. I 
don’t believe that the Founding 
Fathers ever envisioned political 
terms that ran into decades, but 
rather they envisioned political 
office as a master-servant rela¬ 
tionship in which the officehold¬ 
er was the servant and the voters 
were the masters, the object be¬ 
ing to serve politically for a brief 
time and eventually return to the 
role of master. 

Political office was never in¬ 


tended to be a lifelong career, 
yet that is exactly what, for 
many, it has become. Political 
terms that are measured in de¬ 
cades tend to mimic a monar¬ 
chy rather than a democratic 
republic. Term limits would be 
the truest form of political re¬ 
form and would quickly return 
us back to true democracy, but 
the elected officials who would 
enact term limits are the very 
people who would be affected 
by its implementation. Term 
limits would remove the pow¬ 
er of the incumbency and the 


strong financial advantage it 
employs to prevent possible 
challengers from seeking polit¬ 
ical office. 

Until such time as we enact 
true political reform at all lev¬ 
els of government, in the form 
of constitutionally enacted term 
limits, we will continue to see 
the same people elected to the 
same office time and time again, 
decade after decade. Only the 
stones are forever.

ballot, John Kingston took 458 votes in Agawam, or 31.9 
percent, while only polling at 27 percent statewide. Beth 
Lindstrom ran a distant third with 252 votes in Agawam 
and less than 20 percent of the vote both locally and 
statewide. Diehl will appear on November ballots op¬ 
posite current U.S. Sen. Elizabeth Warren, who had no 
opponent on Democratic ballots. 

Baker’s 951 votes gave him 62.6 percent of Agawam 
Republican support, a little less than his 64.1 percent 
statewide. Challenger Scott Lively, who is from Spring- 
field, took 566 votes in Agawam. Incumbent Karyn Poli- 
to was the only Republican candidate for lieutenant 
governor. 

Local Republicans helped nominate James McMa¬ 
hon for state attorney general with 765 votes (64.3 per¬ 
cent), versus Daniel Shores’ 421 votes (35.4 percent). 
The statewide race was a little closer, with McMahon 
taking 61.2 percent and Shores 38.8 percent. McMahon 
will face Democratic incumbent Maura Healey, who 
had no primary opponent, in the general election. 

Democratic voters in Agawam favored Gonzalez 
(734 votes, 58.7 percent) over Bob Massie (474 votes, 
37.9 percent), though by a smaller proportion than 
statewide voters, who backed Gonzalez with a 64.8 
to 35.2 margin. In the nomination race for lieutenant 
governor, Quentin Palfrey (748 votes, 65.2 percent) did 
better locally than statewide (59.2 percent). His oppo¬ 
nent, Jimmy Tingle, took 383 votes for 33.4 percent in 
Agawam, but 40.8 percent statewide. 

Agawam Democrats came out in force, however, for 
the two biggest winners on their ballot, delivering 1,538 
votes for Neal versus only 318 for his primary opponent, 
Tahirah Amatul-Wadud. That gave Neal an 82.7-to-17.1 
margin in town, a wider gap than his 70.1-to-29.9 result 
across the 1st Congressional District. Incumbent Sec¬ 
retary of State William Galvin won 1,528 votes in Aga¬ 
wam, for 86.6 percent of voters in that race, while Josh 
Zakim took only 236 votes, for 13.4 percent. Their state¬ 
wide race was a little closer, 67.6 percent to 32.4 percent. 
Galvin’s next challenger will be Anthony Amore, who 
was the only candidate for the GOP nomination. 

Both parties had uncontested races for state treasur¬ 
er and state auditor. Democrats nominated the incum¬ 
bents, Deborah Goldberg and Suzanne Bump, respec¬ 
tively. Republicans backed Keiko Orrall for treasurer 
and Helen Brady for auditor. Additionally, in the sole 
statewide race for which it fielded a candidate, the Lib¬ 
ertarian Party nominated Daniel Fishman for auditor. 

There were no local races on primary ballots; in¬ 
cumbent state Sen. Donald Humason Jr. and state Rep. 
Nicholas Boldyga took Republican nominations with 
no contest, and Forrest Bradford was the only Demo¬ 
crat on the ballot for state representative. Boldyga and 
Bradford will face each other in the November election. 
Humason will be uncontested. 

Cheryl Coakley-Rivera captured the nomination for 
Hampden County register of deeds with the help of 
1,387 Democratic votes in Agawam. Donald Ashe Jr., 
whose late father previously held the post, mustered 
only 88 write-in votes on Agawam Democratic ballots. 
Coakley-Rivera will meet Marie Angelides, the Republi¬ 
can nominee, in the general election. 

Democratic incumbents nominated with no opposi¬ 
tion, and facing no Republican opponents in November, 
included Governor’s Councilor Mary Hurley; District 
Attorney Anthony Gulluni; and Clerk of Courts Laura 
Gentile. Hurley will face a November opponent in the 
form of Mike Franco, an independent from Holyoke.

Carnival celebrates end of camp

I n a modern — and safer — version 
of two medieval knights engaging 
in a horseback jousting with lanc¬ 
es, kids at the Perry Lane summer 
camp took to tricycles and jousted 
with colorful pool noodles to deter¬ 
mine a victor on Aug. 10. 

The carnival has been a tradition at 
the summer camp for nearly 20 years. 
The camp enrolls about 170 kids. The 
camp serves different age groups, 
from preschoolers to younger chil¬ 
dren to teens — who are responsible 
for planning the carnival activities. 

The jousting contest was one of 
more than a dozen activities held near 
the end of the two-month summer 
program. And just like old-fashioned 
carnivals, there were games of chance, 
games of skill, and games just for fun. 
Campers paid as little as a few cents 
or as much as 75 cents to participate 
in each activity. Winners received 
pieces of candy as prizes. 

In addition to tricycle jousting, 
kids showed off their pitching skills by 
trying to hit the bullseye on a paper 
target, demonstrated their floor hock¬ 
ey skills by scoring goals, did a blind 
taste test to see if they could correctly 
identify the flavor of a jelly bean, or 
rolled balls down a chute to try to get 
them into one of several buckets. 

One of the most popular activities 


during the two-hour carnival was the 
dunk tank. Kids paid to throw soft- 
balls at a red plate to release a spring 
that would drop a staff counselor into 
a tank of water. Counselors took turns 
volunteering to be dunked by campers. 

Money raised at the carnival is do¬ 
nated to a different cause each year. 
Kathy Keenan, the camp director, 
said this year’s campers raised $571 
to benefit the KEVS Foundation. This 
July the foundation donated a porta¬ 
ble automatic external defibrillator to 


the town’s Parks and Recreation De¬ 
partment for the camp. AEDs can be 
critical in helping children and young 
adults survive a sudden cardiac arrest. 

Established in 2012 in memory of 
Kevin Major, a victim of sudden car¬ 
diac arrest, the foundation donates 
AEDs only to youth organizations, 
schools, and youth programs in West¬ 
ern Massachusetts. “KEVS Founda¬ 
tion did something to help us, so 
we wanted to do something to help 
them,” said Keenan.
